desirous to relinquish the crop and his bargaiu altogether; and in such 
case U shall and may be lawful for such Tenant to relinquish and quit and 
gjve up the possession of such crop and such land accordingly, and such 
Tenant shall be freed and exonerated from the payment of all and every 
part of the rent contracted or agreed to be paid for such land or crop, ^ 
and from any promissory note, or agreement or covenant for the pay- 
ment of such rent, any such note, covenant or agreement to the contrary 
in anywise notwithstanding. 

And be it further Enacted, That in all cases where any such Tenant 
as aforesaid shall be prevented or hindered or obstructed by the landlord 1 o 
or any other person from whom he shall have taken such land not 
exceeding one acre, to rent for the crop or for the one year only as 
aforesaid, or by the direction of such landlord or other person, from or 
in the cutting, saving, digging or otherwise securing of the crop of any 
such land as aforesaid, for any reason or under any pretext whatever, 1 5 
and by means of such prevention hindrance or obstruction, the crop 
growing or lymg or being in or upon such land, shalL be damaged or 
rendered less valuable to such Tenant, then and in every such case it 
shall and may be lawful for such Tenant to require that the damage 
which he shall have so sustained or incurred, shall be appraised by two 20 
competent persons, the one to be named and appointed by the Tenant, 
and the other by a neighbouring Magistrate ; and such appraisers shall 
be and they are hereby authorized to choose a third person as umpire 
between them, in case of their disagreeing upon the amount of damage 
incurred by such Tenant ; and, such appraisers or umpire (as the case 25 
may be) haying been first sworn by, such Magistrate as aforesaid, to 
make a fair and just arbitration and award, (which oath such Magistrate 
is hereby authorized and required to administer) shall proceed to exa- 
mine into the matter to them referred, and upon such examination shall 
make an estimate and award of, the damages incurred by such Tenant 30 
from the obstruction of his landlord or other person as aforesaid ; and 
in case the amount awarded by such appraisers or umpire (as the case 
may be) for such loss and damage shall not be immediately paid by such 
landlord or other person from whom such Tenant agreed to rent such 
land as aforesaid, it shall and may be lawful for such Tenant to proceed 35 
by civil bill at the quarter sessions of the county or place within which 
such land shall lie, for the recovery of the. amount of damage so 
awarded ; and it shall be lawful for the assistant barrister of such 
county or place to hear and determine such proceeding by the exami- 
nation of witnesses or otherwise, and to decree either for the plaintiff or 40 
defendant, as to such barrister shall seem just and equitable, together 
with the usual costs incidental to decrees of a similar description in such 
quarter session; and such decree shall be executed, and the amount 
thereof shall be levied and recovered in the usual manner as other money 
recovered by civil bill in a court of quarter sessions. 45
